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Owsley drug case 


Reed enters 
guilty plea 

JW arvin Reed, considered 
one of the main defendants 
in the original Owsley drug 
conspiracy case, entered a 
guilty plea in federal court 
last Wednesday, January 4. A 
co-defendant, Elisa H. Alston 
of Miami Gardens, FL, also 
entered a plea of guilt. 

U. S. District Judge Gregory 
F. Van Tatenhove has set sen¬ 
tencing for the two on Thurs¬ 
day, May 17, in Fondon. 

In the plea agreement, Reed 
agreed that the government 
could prove that he and Jason 
Reed, between January 2011 
and May 16, 2011, financed 
five trips to Florida for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining oxycodone. 

He said that he fronted mon¬ 
ey to Jimmy Miller, Donald 
Terry, and/or Thomas Tittle. 

Reed faces up to 20 years in 
prison; payment of up to a $ 1 
million fine; and, at least three 
years of supervised release. 

In her plea agreement, Alston 
agreed that between January 
2011 and June 1, 2011 she 
provided oxycodone 30 mg 
to various Owsley County 
individuals including, but 
not limited to Josh Terry, 
Donald Terry, Thomas Tittle, 
Tony Gibson and John Wesley 
White. 

The majority of the trips 
involved the sale of at least 
2,000 ocycodone tablets. The 
agreement says she is re¬ 
sponsible for conspiring to 
distribute between 17,500 
and 20,000 oxycodone 30 mg 
tablets. 

She faces the same sentence 
as Reed. 

In a separate case, the at¬ 
torney for Phyllis An n Reed 
asked that her January 23 
trial be continued because of 
her medical condition, and 
because he is to be in Frank¬ 
fort with the Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. The attorney, 
Thomas F. Jensen, said that as 
a member of the legislature he 
would be in Frankfort through 
April 7. 


Breathitt fraud 
case 

Defense can 
use witness 
statements 


Defense attorneys in the 
Breathitt County vote fraud 
case will be able to use wit¬ 
ness statements in filings and 
court proceedings, accord¬ 
ing to the federal magistrate 
judge in the case. 

U. S. Magistrate Judge 
Robert E. Wier ruled last 
Tuesday, January 3, that de¬ 
fense attorneys can use the 
information, which had been 
sealed. 

Federal prosecutors had 
requested a protective order 
sealing the statements, and 
Wier had approved the or¬ 
der. However, he clarified 
that position last Tuesday by 
saying the defense could use 
them in their filings and dur¬ 
ing proceedings. 



St. Therese nominated to National 


Register of Historic Places

Ch e Kentucky Heritage 
Council’s December nomina¬ 
tion of the 1948 St. Therese 
church house for inclusion 
in The National Register of 
Historic Places attests that the 
Catholic country hilltop church 
in Fee County is an important 
part of state history. 

St. Therese Mission began 
on Contrary Creek below the 
ridge where the current build¬ 
ing stands. Some of the first 
Catholics in the Kentucky 
mountains gathered in homes 
along the creek. An article by 
early pastor Fr. Henry Schulte 
in the archives of the Catholic 
diocese of Covington argues 
that the Durbins—continuing 
members of the congregation 
to its present-day home at 
Queen of All Saints Church, 
Beattyville—were the first 
Catholic family in the diocese. 
By the 1930s, members had 
built a church and settlement 
school near the creek. The 
Encyclopedia of Appalachia 
notes that Helen Keating and 
Covington Bishop Francis W. 
Howard founded the first lay- 
operated Catholic settlement 


school in Appalachia. Stone 
vestiges of the first church and 
the school remain on church 
property near the creek. 

The nomination began with 
stories told by parishioners of 
Queen of All Saints Church 
in Beattyville and their grand¬ 
parents about St. Therese, its 
people, animals and plants. 
The very complicated applica¬ 
tion was completed by Scott 
Johannigmeier, a student of 
public history at Northern 
Kentucky University. In Feb¬ 
ruary, The National Register 
will consider the Heritage 
Council’s nomination. 

Currently, clear-cut logging 
in the vicinity is affecting the 
beauty and environmental 
quality of hillsides and streams 
throughout the region. The last 
widespread timber harvest to 
devastate Fee County occurred 
in the 1920s, according to a lo¬ 
cal newspaper. Forty thousand 
acres of timber resources were 
“virtually gone” by 1927. The 
profits went to people who 
lived outside the region; the 
job opportunities and other 
economic benefits were but 


short-term. Alternatively, St. 
Therese’s 200-plus wooded 
acres has provided continu¬ 
ing wildlife habitat as well as 
recreation and outdoors educa¬ 
tion to neighbors and visitors. 
The Sheltowee Trace Trail of 
the Daniel Boone National 
Forest passes through church 
land. For many years, the 
church has welcomed hikers 
and horseback riders as well 
as sponsored guided walks 
and wildflower identification 
programs. 

The nomination comes at 
a good time for parishioners, 
neighbors and friends, says 
Sister Alice Retzner, O.S.F., 
of Queen of All Saints Church 
in Beattyville, which adminis¬ 
ters the St. Therese property. 
She hopes that 2012 will be 
a time to celebrate Catholic 
heritage and land stewardship 
in Kentucky. In 2012 Queen 
of All Saints Catholic Church 
will partner with other Fee 
Countians to preserve historic 
properties and foster fair and 
sound land management prac¬ 
tices. 


K-12 groups calls on General Assembly, 
Gov. Beshear to restore state funding 


jTor the first time, seven 
organizations representing 
the full spectrum of elemen¬ 
tary and secondary education 
in Kentucky have banded 
together to urge Gov. Steve 
Beshear and the General As¬ 
sembly to reverse four years 
of state funding reductions 
to key services that support 
teaching and learning in the 
state’s public schools. 

“At a time when schools are 
being expected to significantly 
boost student achievement, 
budgeting equals tools that 
can help teachers and schools 
succeed for students,” said 
Tim Hitzfield, president of 
the Kentucky Association of 
School Councils and princi¬ 
pal of Conner High School 
in Boone County. “Training, 
materials, technology and 
extra time for students are all 
key investments for kids to 
succeed instead of just get¬ 
ting by.” 

KEAT’s efforts represent the 
first statewide joint advocacy 
campaign by the seven found¬ 
ing members: Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of School Adminis¬ 
trators, Kentucky Association 
of School Councils, Kentucky 
Association of School Super¬ 
intendents, Kentucky Educa¬ 


tion Association, Kentucky 
Parent Teacher Association, 
Kentucky School Boards As¬ 
sociation and the Prichard 
Committee for Academic Ex¬ 
cellence. 

Prichard Committee Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Stu Silber- 
man said, “Having all of these 
organizations come together 
like this is a historic time for 
Kentucky. We believe that 
education is the bridge to a bet¬ 
ter life for all Kentuckians. 

The progress that has been 
made over the last 20 years is 
in danger of regression due to 
the reductions in funding.” 

Representatives of class¬ 
room teachers and district 
administrators called on state 
leaders to end the slow erod¬ 
ing of resources that they see 
affecting student learning. 

Sharron K. Oxendine, pres¬ 
ident of the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tion Association, a group with 
42,000 active, student and 
retired teachers, said, “KEA 
members see the impact of 
reduced funding on their stu¬ 
dents’ lives and on their own 
economic welfare every day in 
our classrooms. KEA believes 
the united effort to inform 
lawmakers about the impact of 
funding cuts is important.” 


“Our call to action is neces¬ 
sary and urgent,” said Mayfield 
Independent Schools Super¬ 
intendent Lonnie Burgett, 
president of the Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of School Adminis¬ 
trators. “Kentucky’s educators 
are poised to lead our schools 
in this global society, and 
our children are engaged and 
ready to learn. Funding must 
be restored to meet the higher 
standards for learning as set 
forth by the General Assembly 
in Senate Bill 1 in 2009.” 

Kentucky Parent Teacher 
Association President Teri 
Gale of Fairdale pledged her 
organization’s No. 1 focus to 
“advocate that Kentucky must 
fully fund all programs it man¬ 
dates to local school districts. 

“Our members believe all 
parents should be involved 
both in the home and in the 
classroom in the education of 
their children,” she said, “so 
we support the position that the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
acts to restore funding levels 
for education to 2008 levels.” 



PVA asks for 
independent appraisal 


Fee County Fiscal 
Court Monday agreed to pay 
an independent appraiser for 
an appraisal of the Beattyville 
School Apartments. 

County Property Valuation 
Administrator Fibby Roach 
asked for the funding because 
of a dispute between her office 
and the owners of the build¬ 
ing, AU Associates of Fexing- 
ton (now AU Holdings). 

Roach told the court that 
she appraised the building 
for $662,700. The company, 
she said, came back with an 
appraisal of $130,000. The 
difference in tax bills, she 
said, would be $9,688 to the 
county and city using her as¬ 
sessment, and $1,900 using 
that of AU. 

Roach told the Enterprise 
that AU appealed the board 
locally, but lost that. Now 
the matter goes to the Ken¬ 
tucky Board of Tax Appeal 
on March 7. That is when the 
independent appraisal will be 
used. 

Also during Monday’s meet¬ 
ing, the court approved the 
full-time status of Nate Fair as 
an EMT at $8.50 per hour. 

The status of Glenn Creech 
was moved from part-time to 
seasonal, effective January 
through September 30. 

Approval was given to 
amend the county clerk’s 
2011 budget by increasing 


receipts from $1,142,383 to 
$1,221,856 and disburse¬ 
ments from $1,108,580 to 
$1,191,275. Also, the clerk’s 
2012 budget was approved. 

The clerk was allowed 
$108,155 for deputy clerk’s 
wages and $7,500 for supplies 
and postage. 

As of December 31, the 
county had $637,385 in its 
General Fund; $93,035 in the 
Jail Fund; $264,312 in the Sol¬ 
id Waste Fund; $27,753 in the 
Ambulance Fund; $663,834 in 
the Road Fund; and, $17,117 
in the FGEA Fund. 

The letter of agreement be¬ 
tween the Peoples Exchange 
Bank and the Fee County 
Health Center was shared. 

It shows that $80,000 had 
to be paid to the bank with the 
acceptance of the December 
15 letter. 

Health Center Coordinator 
Vivian Smith said Tuesday 
that she hopes funding for 
the purchase is to come from 
grants. 

She said that transfer of the 
property would probably take 
two years. When that happens, 
and the health center moves, 
the county gets back owner¬ 
ship of the building where it 
is now located. 

The bank is to retain owner¬ 
ship of the front part of the 
plaza, which now houses a 
dental clinic. 


Council approves 
line of credit 


®he Beattyville City 
Council Monday night ap¬ 
proved a $100,000 line of 
credit at Peoples Exchange 
Bank for the beginning of 
Phase II of its Streetscape 
Project. The money is needed 
to get the project moving. 

Also during Monday night’s 
regular monthly meeting, the 
council opened bids on sur¬ 
plus property. A sand blaster 
went to Chad Charles for the 
bid of $1,415. A 2004 Crown 
Vic went to Kyle Cook for 
$ 1,750, and a $ 1,000 bid for a 
2005 Crown Vic was rejected 
because it is a year newer than 
the other one, and only has 
60,000 miles. 


Fire Chief Hargus Ross 
asked the council for funding 
of a carbon-dioxide detec¬ 
tor. He said they cost around 
$400. He said he would get 
three prices. 

Fast year’s audit was ap¬ 
proved. 

The Kentucky Infrastructure 
Authority is to meet in Feb¬ 
ruary to discuss the Proctor 
sewer extension project. If 
approved, bids could be taken 
in March. 

City Treasurer Terry Tipton 
reported that 61 percent of 
the general fund revenues 
have been collected, and that 
expenses are 54 percent under 
revenue.

Report

The convening of the 2012 
Regular Session of the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly last 
week marked the beginning 
of my work in Frankfort this 
year. More than 200 bills 
have already been filed, and 
we’ll likely consider more 
than 1,000 proposals before 
the end of the 60 day session 
in mid-April. 

One of the first items we’ll 
take up is redistricting. We 
look at district lines every 10 
years and make needed adjust¬ 
ments for population changes 
identified by the most recent 
Census. While all legislators 
are deeply concerned with how 
districts are drawn, you can 
rest assured that meeting the 
needs of our constituents is our 
main concern. Our goal will 
always be to make sure this 
and every district is balanced 
and reasonable. We hope to 
accomplish this quickly prior 
to the filing deadline 

The biggest priority in this 
session will be determining the 
state’s new biennial budget. 
The past couple of budgets 
have been difficult to write, 
but this may prove to be the 
toughest one we’ve had in a 
long time. Even though recent 
revenues are slightly higher 
than expected, we’re dealing 
with increased cost and the 
loss of federal stimulus dol¬ 
lars. Some budget analysts 
say we’re facing a $337 mil¬ 
lion deficit. Given our past 
cuts, those dollars will be hard 


to account for. 

We’ll also consider many 
other issues of concern to 
all of you, including educa¬ 
tion, Medicaid, and substance 
abuse. In every bill I vote on, 
I keep your needs and desires 
in mind. I don’t take the re¬ 
sponsibility and privilege of 
being your representative in 
Frankfort lightly. I hope you 
follow the work in Frankfort, 
and let me know what you’d 
like to see happen. There are 
many ways to stay informed 
and in touch.

Knocking Monkeys

The first week of the 2012 
Session was a combination of 
the ceremonial and the new. We 
gaveled in on Tuesday with the 
traditional establishment of the 
membership of the Senate and 
approval of our chamber’s mles. 
Over 200 bills have already been 
filed in the General Assembly 
and will start making their way 
through the committee process 
beginning in earnest next week. 

On Wednesday, the Governor 
gave his State of the Common¬ 
wealth address. It is important to 
note that he did not once mention 
the importance of coal to our re¬ 
gion’s economy and our state’s. 
He spoke of the challenges 
facing the Commonwealth but, 
unfortunately, I didn’t hear any 
concrete proposals to solve them. 
For example, he brought up tax 
reform and expanded gambling 
with no details to what these two 
complex policy positions would 
mean to the tax-payer. While it 
is good that he is acknowledging 
the weakness of our job climate at 
the beginning of his second term, 
his proposal to bring together a 
task force to offer recommenda¬ 
tions is not constructive. We 
have had numerous studies done 
already. I have no idea who will 
be on the tax force or what their 
qualifications will be. Last year, 
the Senate proposed that a group 
of independent tax experts and 
economists, not just study the 
issue, but rewrite the entire tax 
code. Kentucky has the highest 
effective personal income tax 
rate of our surrounding states. 
That is a fact. What we need is 
a code that will create wealth 
through more jobs, not the re¬ 
distribution of wealth. 

The Governor also focused 
on the expansion of gambling. 
Again, there was no proposal 
although I understand that he is 
looking at a possibility of nine 
casinos around the state. The de¬ 
tails remain elusive. The people 
need to be informed of all the 
pros and cons of any proposal in 
an open and transparent way. 

The Senate has offered bi¬ 
partisan solutions for the above 
challenges. But we are only one 
chamber in one branch of state 
government. We stand ready to 
work with the Governor where 
we can. I certainly hope that I 
will be able to look back four 
years from now and reflect that 
he was a governor who had a 
productive vision for Kentucky 
and I was able to partner with 
him to achieve a better home for 
our children and grandchildren. 

I spoke on the floor this week 
on an issue that has touched 
many in my district. We cur¬ 
rently have the fourth-largest 
number of meth lab incidents in 
the country. Pseudoephedrine, 
the main ingredient in meth, is 
being monitored through the 
“Meth Check” program, but 
many producers go around that 
law by having multiple people 
visit multiple pharmacies to se¬ 
cure the amount needed to make 
methamphetamine, the so-called 
“smurfs.” Last year, I proposed 
legislation has been proposed 
to help close that loophole. I 
am working on a similar bill 
this year. 

Next week, the Senate will 
be looking at redistricting as we 
work toward the goal of cohesive 
and balanced voter districts that 


meet all the legal requirements of 
equal representation in Frankfort 
and Washington, D.C. 

This is a very brief overview 
of how things look in the open¬ 
ing days of this session. It is 
much too early to predict all of 
the more than 1000 bills we will 
consider before the final gavel 
falls in April. I will continue to 
write each week about the work 
we’re doing in the Senate. But 
there are many other ways to stay 
informed about the legislature, 
as well.

In the mid 1960s, a pro¬ 
gram was set up to deal with 
the problems of “Appalachia”, 
the “Appalachian Regional 
Commission”. Its mission is, 
in the simplest terms, bring 
together state and federal 
programs to find the best way 
to help the counties in the 
thirteen states which comprise 
“Appalachia”. It seems there 
was this impression the isolat¬ 
ed, small communities which 
made up the area thought in 
very colloquial terms and a 
program was needed to break 
down “cliquish” thinking. 

About the same time, In 
Kentucky, 15 “Area Develop¬ 
ment Districts” were formed to 
coordinate plans and resourc¬ 
es state wide (Lee, Owsley, 
Wolfe, Breathitt, Perry, Letch¬ 
er, Leslie, Knott are part of the 
“Kentucky River Area Devel¬ 
opment District”) to attack 
the same problem, “cliquish 
thinking”. There are repre¬ 
sentatives from all the counties 
in the district on each board. 

In the early 1970s, the 
“Coal Severance Tax” was 
established to demonstrate 
we understand coal is a finite 
resource and its production 
impacts the land, communities 
and people involved so there 
needed to be a tax to help the 
coal communities prepare for 
the departure of black diamond 
(I’ll bet Detroit wishes they’d 
have been that far sighted). 

In the early 1990s, a fund to 
return coal severance money to 
Eastern Kentucky (the “Local 
Government Economic De¬ 
velopment Fund”) was estab¬ 
lished. This fund (one of many 
that returns coal money to the 
region) is administered based 
on input from the Area Devel¬ 
opment Districts. Isn’t that a 
great way to use the money to 
build district wide thinking? 

What’s the point? For 50 


years there have been programs 
and money to help us address 
the problems of “Appalachia” 
(programs designed to bring us 
together as districts, as states, 
as part of a common culture 
with common problems which 
stretches across 13 states), 
so why are we, many times, 
still thinking and acting like 
it’s just our immediate com¬ 
munities against the world? 

I know the devil’s in the 
details and all the details aren’t 
known, but what started me 
thinking about this was the 
education issues I’ve been 
watching over the last month. 
Everyone agrees education 
is key to a brighter future 
for Eastern Kentucky. The 
Powell county group is pro-ac¬ 
tive and focused on a brighter 
future with their view of a 
multi-purpose education facil¬ 
ity. The University of Pikev- 
ille president, Paul Patton, is 
focused on a brighter future 
for his University and the 
counties around it. Speaker 
Stumbo has said the money 
is in the coal severance fund 
to add another state college 
to the mix. But there’s an 
element missing from these 
and other scenarios, at least 
in the newspapers and on the 
news, what do the area dis¬ 
tricts and regional commission 
think about these initiatives? 

For half a century, we’ve 
spent millions of dollars and 
countless locals have donated 
huge amounts of time and ef¬ 
fort to staff, manage and im¬ 
prove these programs and de¬ 
velop credible data and fund¬ 
ing sources to better Appala¬ 
chia and Kentucky, why aren’t 
we insisting they be visible 
and active in every program 
which uses our already thinly 
stretched resources? Comment

HINTS OF SOMETHING MORE SERIOUS 


While the presence of 
isolated pockets of yellow¬ 
ish skin around the upper the 
lower eyelids (“xanthelas¬ 
mata”) may be neither pain¬ 
ful nor harmful, they may be 
indicative of a more serious 
underlying condition. Recent 
research indicates that people 
who develop these collections 
of yellow plaques may be at 
increased risk for cardiovas¬ 
cular disease. So, although 
xanthelasmata may be easily 
removed, an increased threat 
of heart disease is likely to lin¬ 
ger. With this in mind, those 
with these yellow patches on 
their eyelids are advised to 
consult with a doctor about 
having their blood-cholesterol 
levels checked. The same 
advice goes for people with 
opaque white or gray rings 
around their corneas (“arcus 
senilis”), which may also be 



indicative of high cholesterol 
levels.
